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New State Building Code Proposed 


The regulations on the statute books of the State 
of Ohio, that go to make up what is referred to as 
the State Building Code, were first initiated in 1911 
and 1913. Since that time many of the various sec- 
tions have been modified, revised, deleted and other- 
wise changed, resulting in many detached parts dif- 
ficult to find, interpret, correlate and, in many in- 
stances, failing to clearly set up the necessary auth- 
ority for administration and enforcement. 

Not only has the State of Ohio increased in popu- 
lation from 4,767,121 to 6,907,612 during the almost 
thirty years that has elapsed since many of the sec- 
tions were first enacted, but its living conditions have 
been intensified by this increase, causing more and 
more concentration of the population in the larger 
centers. These conditions, together with the advances 
made in building materials and devices, have brought 
about a very serious need for changes in our regu- 
latory machinery, to make it possible to meet these 
new things and conditions and to provide the flexi- 
bility so essential to keep the regulations adaptable 
not only now, but in the future. 


The larger municipalities and a few of the smaller 
towns have building codes of their own, the author- 
ity therefor eminating from the provisions of the 
State Code. No local code may have standards lower 
than those set by the State law, but may set higher 
standards if so desired. Many large communities

have no code, but depend upon the machinery of the 
State code to take care of their local problems. All 
this makes possible a lot of confusion and variations 
of interpretations and enforcement, often causing 
great annoyance and added expense to every one 
engaged in this industry. А 

The need for a new code has been discussed for 
a long time, and it is felt that now, for reasons here- 
inafter stated, is an excellent time to get this job 
done. There can be no doubt in any one’s mind but 
what such a change is needed. 

Every municipality and political subdivision in the 
State will have some sort of a building program in 
the early post-war years. The same is true for the 
State, and the savings possible on two or three siz- 
able projects alone would more than pay the entire 
cost of the preparation of a new code. 

The technical talent that will be available for a job 
of this kind will be more abundant, have higher capa- 
bilities and be far more willing to serve than when 
they are extremely busy with their own affairs as 
they undoubtedly will be in this post-war period. 

Many groups throughout the State directly affected 
by the present code are very much interested in try- 
ing to get this job done now. Resolutions approving 
the idea and recommending immediate and favorable 
consideration have been adopted by professional 
groups of architects, engineers, trade and labor 
groups, and have been forwarded to the Governor 
for his consideration. Any group or individual who 
is interested should address a communication to the 
Governor adding their views as to why a new code 
is needed. It would also be quite proper and very 
desirable for each architect to discuss same with his 
own State legislators as soon as possible. 

The procedure being proposed to work out this 
suggested new code is to have the Legislature estab- 
lish a commission of qualified individuals, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to go into the entire situa- 
tion during the next biennium and to have a report 
ready with suggestions of the legislation necessary 
to bring about the changes sought not later than De- 
cember, 1944, for the meeting of the General Assem- 
bly in January, 1945. 

This obviously is not directly a war measure, but 
it most certainly is a premeditated and timely step 
to help provide ways and means for guiding and regu- 
lating the tremendous building program that must 
inevitably be a part of the early post-war period. To 
provide legitimate and productive employment for 
the millions of soldiers, carpenters, painters, masons, 
structural steel workers, plumbers, electricians, plas- 
terers, steam fitters, machinests, architects, engineers 
who will be coming home when the fighting is over 
is not only a patriotic duty, who will be coming home 
when the fighting is over, but an economic necessity. 
There is no single effort toward this goal that has 
such immediate and long range potentialities as a new 
building code for the State of Ohio. 

The Board of Trustees of the Ohio Society of 
Professional Engineers have approved this idea as 
being proper and timely and will join with the Archi- 
tects Society of Ohio in the effort to have the neces- 
sary legislation adopted. 
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A BILL — S.B. No. 14 


To provide for the appointment of a Building Code Commission which shall study 
the various sections of the General Code applying to or affecting the construction 
of buildings within the State, and to submit to the Governor and the General 
Assembly a report recommending the necessary changes required thenein and 
« draft of the proposed legislation necessary to carry into effect such changes. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio: 


SECTION 1. (1) There is hereby created a building code commission consisting 
of seven members having following qualifications: Two registered architects and 
two registered professional engineers who shall have been in active practice in the 
State of Oho for not less than ten years, working independently and not under the 
direction of other architects or engineers; one member as the representative of the 
general contractors; one member as the representative of the building material 
manufacturers, and one member as the representative of building trade labor; all 
to be appointed by the Governor within thirty days after the effective date of this 
Act. ^ 

(2) Each member shall serve for the full life of this commission unless re- 
moved by death, resignation or by the Governor for cause. The Governor, upon 
bona fide complaints and for good cause shown, after ten days' notice to the mem- 
ber or members against whom charges may be filed and after opportunity for hear- 
ing has been provided may remove any member of said commission for inefficiency, 
neglect of duty or malfeasance in office. 

(3) Vacancies on the commission shall be filled by appintment by the Governor 
in the same manner and under the same conditions as applies to original appoint- 
ments, 

(4) The members of this commission, before assuming their duties, shall sub- 
scribe to and file with the secretary of state the constitutional oath of office. 

SECTION 2. (1) The commission, at the call of the Governor, shall meet in 
Columbus within sixty days after the effective date of this Act, for organization, 
and it shall elect from its membership a chairman, a vice-chairman, a secretary and 
assistant secretary. 

(2) The commission shall adopt all necessary rules and regulations, to govern 
its time and place cf meetings, for fixing the length of terms of its officers, and for 
governing all other matters requisite to the exercise of its powers, the performance 
of its duties, and the transaction of its business under the provisions of this Act. 

(3) The commission may employ and fix the compensation of such technical 
and other assistants as it may deem necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act, 

(4) The secretary of the commission shall keep a true and complete record 
of all proceedings of the commission and may employ and fix the compensation of 
such clerical assistance as the commission may deem necessary. The secretary, or 
his duly authorized agent, shall be custodian of all records and property of the 
commission. 

Section 8. (1) The commission may incur such expenses as shall be necessury 
to carry out its purposes; provided, however, that such expenses shall not exceed 
the amount appropriated. 

(2) All expenses incurred by the commission shall be paid by the State Treas- 
urer upon warrants oi the State Auditor, which shall be issued on presentation of 
requisitions duly signed as directed by the commission. 

(3) Each member of said commission shall be entitled to receive fifteen dollars 
per diem while actually engaged in attendance of meetings, or in the performance 
of his duties under this Act. 

(4) Each member, technical assistant or other commission employee shall 12- 
ceive the amount of necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his duties 
under this Act. 

SECTION 4. (1) Four members of the commission shall constitute a quorum, 
but no action at any meeting shall be taken without at least four votes in accord. 
The regular and special meetings of the commission shall be called and held in 
the manner and at the time and places prescribed in its rules.

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GOVERNOR RECOMMENDS 
ADDITION 


to Building Program. After War— 
Cites Surplus 


Gov, John W. Bricker recently an- 
nounced that he will ask the Legisla- 
ture to maintain and “possibly add to” 
a fund already created to start a wel- 
fare and educational institution build- 
ing program at the conclusion of the 
war. 

The announcement was made in a 
speech he had prepared for his delivery 
over a radio network, but which Attor- 
ney-General Thomas J. Herbert read, 
instead, the Governor having been or- 
dered by his physician to remain at 
the mansion. The Governor had been 
suffering an attack of influenza. 

Pointing to one use for the surplus, 
Governor Brieker's speech said: 

“Our primary attention should Бе 
given today to the winning of the war, 
but when it is won, as it will be, every 
State which has some money laid aside 
is going to be very fortunate. 

“Ohio has a building program for the 
welfare institutions and for the educa- 
tional institutions of the State. Even 
the detailed plans, the blue prints for 
many of these buildings are now avail- 
able. We have some laid aside today 
for that purpose. I shall ask the Legis- 
lature to continue it in a fund for that 
use and possibly add to it.... 

*So this surplus which the opposition 
candidate is going to spread around, not 
only will be helpful in winning the war, 
in keeping the State government going, 
in saving the taxpayers' money, but will 
be very useful in the program of ad- 
justment after the war, giving the re- 
turning heroes jobs—rehabilitating them 
for work again." 

In his message to the 95th General - 
Assembly in session in Columbus on 
Monday evening, January 11th, on “The 
Condition of the State,” the Governor 
made good his promise to recommend 
additional funds for post-war building 
by the inclusion of the following items: 

Appropriation of $10,000,000 for a 
university and welfare institution build- 
ing program, including reappropriation 
of funds (approximately $4,000,000) 
made available by the last Legislature, 
but unspent because materials have not 
been available. : 
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A BILL — S.B. No. 14 
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SECTION 5. 


(1) The commission shall conduct at least one public hearing in 
each of the following cities: Cleveland, Toledo, Cincinnati and Columbus; for 
open diseussions on any part of the work carried out under this Act. Said hear- 
ings shall be publicized by two notices in each of at least two local papers, the first 
notice to appear fifteen days and the second notice seven days prior to the date set 
for the hearing, 


(2) Special hearings may be held at times and places determined by the com- 
mission, with only one notice in each of two local papers, the notice to be not less 
than five days prior to the date set for said special hearing. 


SECTION 6, (1) The various departments and bureaus of the State Govern- 
ment shall render every rcasonable service in furthering the work of the building 
code commission and shall make available to said commission all records requested 
by it. 'The commissioa shall proceed with all reasonable dispatch in the study of 
the various statutes and regulations applying to or affecting the construction of 
buildings within the State, It shall prepare a report with recommendations intended 
to simplify, clarify and make more concise and uniform these laws and regula- 
tions; and it shall prepare the draft of such proposed legislation as it deems nec- 
essary to carry into effect its recommendations. 


SECTION 7. (1) The Attorney-General of the State of Ohio is hereby desig- 


nated as the legal advisor of the commission created under the provisions of this 
Act, 


Section 8. At the conclusion of its work, the commission shall review its rec- 
ords and, after destroying such as have no future value, turn over the remainder, 
together with all property acquired by the commission, to the department of in- 
dustrial relations for permanent filing and safekeeping. 


SECTION 9, The commission shall complete its work and submit its report, 


together with the draft of the proposed legislation to the Governor and the General 
Assembly not later than December 15, 1944. 


SECTION 10. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act, there 
is hereby appropriated to the Building Code Commission, out of any moneys in 
the State Treasury to the credit of the general revenue fund and not otherwise ap- 
propriated, the sum of $15,000. 


SECTION 11. The sections of this Act and every part of such sections are 
hereby declared to be independent sections, and parts of sections, and the holding 
of any section or part thereof to be void or ineffective shall not affect any other sec- 
tion or part of a section thereof. 


Note.—A companion bill, the same as above, has been introduced in the House 


by Representative Fred Meyers, also of Lucas County, and is known as 
H.B. No. 27.

ALBERT KAHN 
CAREER ENDS 


Albert Kahn, world-famed architect, 
passed away at his home at 208 Mack 
Ave., Detroit, on December 8th, in his 
78rd year, after being ill for some time 
with a bronchial disorder. 


With the passing of this widely known 
architect the profession loses its most 
successful exponent of bigness and an 
outstanding example of almost unequaled 
initiative in getting very large projects 
under way and completed in miracu- 
lously short periods of time, 


As the head of the architectural firm 
which carried his name he directed the 
planning, designing and erection of 
industrial plants throughout the world, 
contributing very materially to the in- 
dustrialization of Russia, which is plav- 
ng such a vital part in the cause of 
the United Nations today. 


Mr. Kahn was born in Rhunen in 
Westphalia, Germany, March 21, 1869. 
His father, Joseph, and his mother, 
Rosalie (Cohn) Kahn, guided him to- 
ward a musician's career. But in spite 
of the fact "he got so he could play 
the piano fairly well,” Kahn left school 
at 11 years of age and came to America 
with his mother, aunt and five smaller 
brothers to join his father, who had 
preceded them, And Detroit has been 
his home practically ever since. 


He learned his profession as a junior 
employee in architects’ offices. A schoi- 
arship in architectural design enabled 
him to spend two years in Europe study- 
ing, and, as he had put it, *my educa- 
tion was furthered by association witn 
men of high attainments.” He worked 
in the office of Mason & Rice until 
1895, when he started in practice with 
George Nettleton and Alexander B. 
Trowbridge. Two years later he started 
his own practice. 
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GEORGE H. BULFORD 
Architect 


The passing away of George H. Bul- 
ford, a leading architect of Columbus 
and Ohio, in May of this year, marked 
the beginning of the closing chapter of 
one of the outstanding architectural 
firms, Richard, McCarty & Bulford, of 
the Middle West, 


A native of Worcester, England, he 
came to this country in 1887 at the age 
of 17, starting his early training in his 
chosen field with the firm of Yost & 
Packard, where he worked on the plans 
for many of the fine structures designed 
by that firm throughout Central Ohio. 

In 1899 the firm of Richards, McCarty 
& Bulford was formed, and though Mr. 
Richards died in 1921 the firm contin- 
ued uninterruptedly to carry on the 
practice of architecture, rising to the 
top in accomplishments and professional 
prestige. A list of buildings for which 
Mr. Bulford was the designer would be 
almost a city directory but a few famil- 
iar structures can be named—Columbus 
Athletic Club—South High School— 
Ohio National Bank Buildings, Town 
and Gay Streets — Lazarus Building— 
Ohio State Journal and Columbus Dis- 
patch Buildings — Educational Press 
Building — Teachers’ Home — Columbus 
Mutual—Motorists’ Mutual — Columbus 
Gallery of Fine Arts—New Post Office 
and Courts Building—and many educa- 
tional buildings, court houses and other 
publie buildings throughout the Middle 
West. 

He was a charter member of the Co- 
lumbus Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, elected to Honorary 
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Membership in 1941, and took a very 
active but unobtrusive part in the af- 
fairs of the architects to the very end, 
including membership also in the Archi- 
tects Society ot Ошо. 


He was one of the organizers of the 
Allied Architects’ Association of  Co- 
lumbus in 1924 and served as president 
and chairman of the Board of Managers 
of the association until its voluntary 
dissolution in 1936. 

His professional reputation brought 
him publie recognition, and while retir- 
ing by nature he tried to do any civic 
job assigned to him ti the most com- 
mendable manner possible. He served 
on the City Planning Commission for 
many years, being chairman most of the 
time. His services for the Chamber of 
Commerce are best set forth in the fol- 
lowing published tribute, 


“he recent death of George Н, Bul- 
ford brought sadness to many members 
of the Columbus Chamber of Commerce, 
especially to those who were associated 
with him when he was a member of 
our Board of Directors a number of 
years ago. George first became active 
in the Chamber when Frank L. Packard 
was its president. He appointed George 
as chairman of the Civic Center Com- 
mittee, and after many weeks of inten- 
sive study the committee submitted to 
the Board of Directors a report that 
was the original plan for the present 
Civie Center. The plan was adopted. 
However, because of his modesty, George 
would not consent to personally pre- 
sent the plan to the Membership For- 
um, whose meetings then were attended 
by several hundred members of the 
Chamber. It was presented by Presi- 
dent Packard, and it became known as 
the Packard Civic Center Plan. Later, 
to sell the project to the community, 
the Chamber sent speakers before more 
than 100 civic, fraternal, and trade or- 
ganizations. The result was the first 
step in the development of the Civic 
Center, in which the community now 
justly takes great pride. George Bul- 
ford never received the credit that he 
so richly deserved for the vision, the 
planning, and the organization ability 
he employed so well. This tribute to 
him is not intended, in any manner, to 
take from the record one bit of credit 
that already has been given to such 
community leaders and planners as 
Frank L. Packard, Billy Ireland, Rob- 
ert F. Wolfe, and many others."

In August of 1941 his only son, 
George E. Bulford, who had adopted 
the profession of his father and had 
been associated with the firm for sev- 
eral years, passed away suddenly while 
engaged at his professional work on the 
new arsenal at Ravenna. 


Mr. Bulford was a member of Trinity 
Episcopal Church; Kinsman Lodge of 
Masons, F. & A. M.; Aladdin Temple 
Shrine; 32nd degree Scottish Rite; Elks; 
Athletic Club and Kiwanis Club. 


Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Florence 
H. Bulford; a daughter, Helen, at home; 
two grandsons, George Stanley and 
Jerry Tyler Bulford; a sister, Miss Nel- 
lie Bulford, 1270 Eastwood Ave, and 
a brother, Thomas J., of Hillard, Fla.

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PURDUE DEVELOPS LOW- 
COST HOUSING 


Four-Family Unit Can Be Erected 
in a Week 


Crowded housing conditions in the 
nation’s defense areas will be relieved 
if a new type low-cost house developed 
by the Purdue University Research 
Foundation proves successful. 

The new wartime house can be erected 
in a week by a trained crew. It resists 
fire and also is highly resistant to in- 
cendiary bombs. Large enough for a 
family of four, it costs between $1,200 
and $1,500. Purdue scientists point out 
that the house is designed to meet only 
a temporary need. 

The house is constructed of fire-resist- 
ant wallboard with a round top so as 
to withstand bomb shocks and is com- 
pletely insulated. 

Rooms in the 24x28 feet house include 
a combined kitchen and laundry room, 
large living room, parents' bedroom, 
and two small rooms with built-in beds. 
There are three c'osets and large stor- 
age space in the attic, 

The house has electrie wiring, run- 
ning water with shower bath, lavatory 
and toilet. It is designed to rent for 
$30 a month. 

According to the Purdue Foundation, 
the house can be heated in one winter 
by 2% tons of coal, 3% cords of wood, 
340 gallons of oil or 55,000 cubic feet 
of gas.

PUBLIC OFFICIALS' 
LIABILITY FIXED 


Court Ruling Made in Ferguson 
Suit 


Ohio publie officials may be sued as 
individuals for damages arising out of 
acts of misconduct in office, the District 
Court of Appeals ruled recently, 

The court made the ruling in a deci- 
sion in which it remanded to the Frank- 
lin County Common Pleas Court for a 
new trial a suit brought by Leon K. 
Rowley, 67 E. Woodruff Ave., against 
State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson for 
back pay which Rowley claimed due as 
a result of his diseharge February 1, 
1937, as an assistant examiner in the 
State Auditor's Office under Civil Serv- 
iee appointment, 

Rowley sued for pay at the rate of 
$6.50 a day from the date of his dis- 
charge until he returned to work on 
July 7, 1939, under a writ of mandamus 
issued by the Court of Appeals, which 
ordered him reinstated to his former 
position. The suit was directed against 
Ferguson as an individual and not in 
his official capacity as State Auditor. 

A jury awarded Rowley $4,935.20, but 
Ferguson, against the Attorney-Gener- 
al's advice, appealed on the ground that 
he could not be sued as an individual. 

Expressing the belief that the suit 
was the first such brought in the State 
against a publie official as an individ- 
ual, the Appelate Court held that Fer- 
guson could be held for damages as an 
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individual because he acted outside the 
scope of his jurisdiction and authority 
in discharging Rowley. 

In remanding the case for a new tria!, 
however, the decision held that the trial 
court erred in admitting certain exhib- 
its and in its special instructions to the 
jury.—Ohio State Journal. 

Note—The above incident illustrates 
one of the many angles to be considered 
by the State Board in its enforcement 
efforts, and answers the questions of 


several architects on this particular 
point.

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REPLICA OF STATE CAPITOL 


By BENHAM E. RICHARDS, Architect, Columbus 


Back in the year 1800 the first capitol 
of Ohio was erected on the site of the 
present Ross County Courthouse in 
Chillicothe, It was a small building 
probably not more than 30 feet square 


constructed of a brown rugged stone 
probably quarried nearby. 
Around and through this building 


pulsated the life of the community, the 
Northwest Territory and later, in 1808, 
and for séveral years thereafter the 
first capital of Ohio. 

About three years ago at 50 West 
Main Street, a stone's throw from the 
site of the first capitol, Chillicothe 
Newspapers, Inc., began erection of an 
imposing structure having for its cen- 
tral architectural theme, “the first capi- 
tol of Ohio." 

Thus this replica stands today a mod- 
ern memorial to those pioneer days 
when this section was a part of the 
great Northwest Territory and the 
birthplace of the Buckeye State, Down 
through the years, citizens and visitors 
will be reminded of that early historical 
era when courage and enterprise were 
priceless virtues. 

And today the new home of the Chilli- 
cothe Gazette, the Chillicothe News- 
Advertiser and the Sunday Gazette and 
Advertiser stands as a symbol of those 
self-same qualities so elemental, so es- 
sential to progress. 

This replica of the old statehouse has 
retained the beauty of design in the 
model, the while combining all the fea- 
tures of modern efficiency. 

It is the front part of the building 
that presents the theme of the first cap- 
itol. The new structure's overall di- 
mensions are 55 feet wide by 150 deep. 
The replica is approximately 55 feet 
square. 

The style of architecture of the orig- 
inal building is the so-called Colonial, 
whose master at the time was the Eng- 
lish architect, Sir Christopher Wren. 
The new settlers undoubtedly brought 
with them sketches, plans, or memories 
of a similar building back where they 
migrated from. As most of the early 
settlers were from Virginia, it is to 
Virginia that we must look for inspira- 
tion for the style used. 

One Ohio historian has made an ef- 
fort to trace the source of ovr Ohio 
buildings, and in practically all cases 
has found somewhere back in the loca- 
tion whence they came an exact dupli- 
cate of the buildings which were built 


in the new world. In Virginia the great 
example for public buildings was at 
Williamsburg with its luxurious gover- 
nor's palace, state capitol, and the build- 
ings of William and Mary College, de- 
signed by Sir Christopher Wren. 

The roof of Ohio's first capitol is 
quite similar to, and undoubtedly re- 
ceived some inspiration from, the gov- 
ernor's palace at Williamsburg. If the 
Ohio capitol had been built of brick, the 
similarity would be more obvious. 
Buildings of the day were built from 
builder’s handbooks which contained 
plates showing measured plans and de- 
tails of buildings, cornices, stairways, 
porches, windows, cupolas, etc, so that 
by using the plates the builders were 
able to assemble the details which were 
necessary to complete the building. 

The replica attempts to carry out the 
spirit of the old building while clothing 
the same in a modern fireproof, air- 
conditioned, efficient manner. The en- 
tire building, including the roof and 
cupola, are steel framed. Steel col- 
umns and floor beams are encased in 
concrete, Floor slabs are of steel pan- 
type reinforced concrete. The roof steel 
is covered with pre-cast gypsum planks. 
All foundation walls are reinforced con- 
crete and the entire structure is incom- 
bustible. 

The exterior walls of the replica are 
made of shot-sawed Brier Hill sand- 
stone from the quarries at Glenmont, O. 
Two of the original stones are built into 
the front wall on either side of the en- 
trance to preserve carefully the char- 
acter of the original wall. All walls 
are backed up with masonry. The ex- 
terior walls of the one-story mechanical 
plant are faced with brick matching in 
color with the stone. 


The roof of the replica is variegated 
colored slate from Pennsylvania in 
graded sizes from one inch thickness 
at the eayes to one-half inch thickness 
at the cupola. Many of the thick slate 
at the eaves weigh as much as 30 
pounds each. The cupola and weather- 
vane are formed of copper, which has 
been corroded to produce the color of 
weathered copper. 


Inside the building the same style of 
architecture as the outside has been car- 
ried into the lobby, business office, and 
executive offices, as far as could be 
done without sacrificing the efficiency 
of operation.

Major Herbert Baumer 
is with the Army Air Corps, Orlando 
Air Base, Orlando, Fla. 


The second member to leave was Prof. 
Richard S. Buck, who resigned early 
in December to take a position with the 
Navy Department, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, in Washington, as a struc- 
tural engineer. 


After a lot of foot work and some 
head work, too, Captain Galen F. Oman, 
who has been an active Reserve Officer 
for many years, was called to active 
duty on December 5th, later reporting 
to R.O.T.C. headquarters for duty with 
the Coast Artillery Unit of the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, 


The members of the “permanent per- 
sonnel,” Prof. Roman and Howard D. 
Smith, have doubled up to take on a 
good portion of the work of the ab- 
sentees. To assist in this work Carl E. 
Meinhardt of the Class of “30” has 
joined the staff and will take over most 
of the work of Prof. Buck. It can be 
readily understood just what such dif- 
ficulties and handicaps these war times 
bring to the class rooms. Recent devel- 
opment in proposed Army and Navy 
training programs will undoubtedly 
create many new and more perplexing 
problems. 


The war, any war such as this one, 
may have many fronts far flung around 
the globe, but no matter how many or 
how few the fighting fronts there may 
be, there is always the home front 
where the battles must be fought with 
what is left behind. The uncompro- 
mising defense of our educational sys- 
tem is one of our major home front 
objectives and regardless of the tools 
left for us to use, those of us who re- 
main on the home front, must fight to 
win our objectives just as we expect 


our soldiers to do.

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Construction Work of 
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All Types Expected to 


Decline in 1943 


` New construction of all kinds in 1943 

is estimated at $8,500 million by the 
Committee on Construction Forecasts of 
the Producers’ Council This repre- 
sents a 87 percent decline from the ree- 
ord peak of $13,410 millions estimated 
for 1942, but still is in excess of new 
construction during the pre-war year 
1939, But even so, the program is still 
one of large projects of specialized 
types, not distributed over the whole 
country, and therefore not affording 
work evenly to architects and engineers, 
contractors, dealers and construction 
labor, 

These estimates for continental United 
States do not take into aecount any pos- 
sible increase in construction costs, and 
assume that the announced WPB policy 
of reducing the war construction pro- 
gram will be carried out to a substantial 
degree, 

The 1942 construction total is the 
largest in history, despite marked re- 
duction in private construction because 
of WPB restrictions. Military and 
naval and government-finaneed indus- 
trial plant construction, more than 
doubled over 1941. The peak was 
reached in the July-September quarter 
when more than $4,000 million of con- 
struction was put in place. 

War construction will taper off in 
1943, but continue in substantial volume 
until mid-year, after which a sharper 
decline is expected. Publicly-financed 
construction is expected to be as high 
as 85 percent of the total, whereas it 
was little more than 50 percent in 1941 
and only 40 percent in 1939, All cate- 
gories of private construction will de- 
cline further in 1943, including war 
housing. 


Hopeful Outlook for Maintenance 
and Repair Work 


The estimates given do not include 
maintenance and repair which have 
been averaging about $3,000 million dol- 
lars per year. Shortage of building 
products requiring critical materials 
and stringencies in the labor supply in 
some localities, may retard certain 
items of building maintenance; yet 
other factors will operate to uphold the 
previous repair volume, or even to in- 
crease it, WPB in November author- 
ized the top priority rating of AA-1 to 
essential repair and maintenance to 


productive facilities, utilities and hous- 
ing. 


Under the new Controlled Mate- 


rials Plan war contractors are instruct- 
ed to submit estimates of critical ma- 
terials needed for maintenance sepa- 
rately from what is needed for new 
construction or production operations. 
WPB further has removed the limita- 
tions on construction work using non- 
metallic materials and equipment which 
conserves fuel, including insulation and 
heating conversion. Thus there is hope 
for a substantial market for mainte- 
nance and repair service providing 
work for the smaller and specialized 
contractors. 


Residential Market 
Features Conversion 


Residential construction, estimated at 
slightly in excess of $2,000 million in 
1942, may decline as much as 46 percent 
in 1943 in spite of the unsatisfied de- 
mand for housing accommodations for 
war workers. Privately financed war 
housing may decline a greater percent- 
age, This reduction is attributed to 
the policy of diverting materials and 
labor to other war uses. Apparently 
any resulting housing shortage will be 
met by more intensive use of existing 
structures. Major dependence for single 
in-migrant war workers is now being 
placed upon rooms in existing resi- 
dences, of which there is reputed a pres- 
ent surplus in some war centers. Ad- 
ditional accommodations, where needed, 
are being provided in temporary war 
dormitories. 

The National Housing Agency last 
fall stepped up the importance of its 
conversion program. Existing  resi- 
denees, and even commercial properties, 
are being leased by the HOLC and con- 
verted at Government expense into 
apartments for war workers and their 
families, NHA recently announced 
liberalization of the lease contract, and 
has made it possible for real estate 
brokers to collect commissions from 
property owners for handling the lease 
transaction. It hopes that this will pro- 
vide the incentive for brokers to find 
suitable properties. 

While plant construction will drop off 
in 1943, it will still be in substantial 
volume compared to pre-war years. 


Practically all plant expansion in 1948 
will be for the Government account. 
The prevailing type will be the process- 
ing plant, such as for synthetic rubber 
and high octane gasoline. Y 
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Construetion on the farm is esti- 
mated to decline somewhat in 1943 be- 
cause of WPB restrictions and in spite 
of higher farm income. It is expected 
that necessary provision will be made 
for essential farm buildings to support 
the expanded food production program. 

In concluding its report, the commit- 
tee expresses the opinion that although 
the supply of certain non-metallie build- 
ing materials may exceed the 1943 needs 
of war construction, developing short- 
ages in manpower and transportation 
make it unlikely that there will be any 
relaxation of current restrictions on 
new civilian construction, Presumably 
construction workers released by the 
declining war construction program, es- 
timated by Government sources as high 
as one million workers, will be absorbed 
for the most part in shipbuilding or 
other production, except as the main- 
tenance and conversion program will 
utilize them, 


Columbus Builders 
Exchange Elects 


Lawrence M. Leonard was elected 
president of the Builders Exchange of 
Columbus, 350 N. Sandusky Street, at

During the first World 
War he served overseas as a First 
Lieutenant of Artillery. He was mar- 
ried to Maude H. Aldrich in 1913, which 
marriage terminated in 1928. In 1930 
he was married to Cecelia Prior, who, 
with three children, Katherine M., Mor- 
timer J., and Stephen M., survive him. 


STANLEY MATTHEWS 


He designed the Children's Hospitai 
and other important buildings in Cinein- 
nati, and was active in the affairs of 
his profession, serving as president of 
the Cincinnati Chapter, American In- 
stitute of Architects, and president of 
the Architects' Society of Ohio. He ex- 
pressed in his professional ethics and 
executed work the highest professional 
ideals. 


In 1929 he inaugurated a local maga- 
zine, “Architectural Progress," in an 
effort to develop a greater publie ap- 
preciation of good architecture, To this 
he devoted a great deal of time and 
money, retaining the post of editor 
until 1933. 

His life was characterized by unself- 
ishness and an intense interest in civic 
betterment. He was very much con- 
cerned with better housing for the

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Need For Government 
Engineers Becomes More 
Urgent 


Education and experience require- 
ments for engineers have been lowered 
to meet the increasing need for filling 
engineer positions, the Civil Service 
Commission announced today. 

For the grades of assistant engineer, 
$2,600 a year, through chief engineer, 
$8,000 a year, applicants either must 
have successfully completed a full 4- 
year course leading to a bachelor’s de- 
gree in engineering in a college or 
university of recognized standing, or 
must show professional engineering eq- 
perience, providing the substantial equiv- 
alent of such a course, in addition to 
the required experience. 

One year of professional engineering 
experience, or of engineering graduate 
study, is required for assistant engineer, 
$2,600 a year. For higher positions ap- 
plicants must show additional experience 
of a progressively higher level—higher in 
degree of difficulty and importance of 
work performed, amount of responsi- 
bility assumed, and extent of super- 
vision exercised. Graduate study will be 
accepted on the same basis as experience, 
except that, in general, graduate study 
alone will not be considered qualifying 
for grades above $3,200. 

Most of the positions are in the grades 
paying $3,800, $3,200, and $2,600 a 
year, and only a few positions will be 
filled at the higher salaries. It is con- 
templated filling positions in Washington, 
D. C., throughout the United States, 
and in its Territories and possessions. 


Applications will be acceyted until 
further notice, but qualified persons 
are urged to apply immediately. No 
written test will be given. 


An examination for junior engineer, 
$2,000 a year, is also open. For this ex- 
amination no experience is necessary, 
and the requirements have been lowered 
to permit the acceptance of applications 
from college graduates with a degree 
in any field who are enrolled, or will 
enroll, in the Engineering, Science and 
Management War Training Course in 
engineering fundamentals, sponsored by 
the U. S. Office of Education.

Protection 


For Unincorporated Areas 


Once again an enabling act will be 
presented to the State Assembly to per- 
mit counties to zone unincorporated 
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areas, 


This is commonly known as the 
County Zoning Bill. The bill has been 
drafted and will be introduced shortly. 
It will, this year, receive Slrong sup- 
port from a group of ugencies with 
affiliations in many communities in the 
State. A citizens’ advisory comittee, on 
which the architects are represented, is 
in action. 

Architects require no argument on 
the need for such legislation. We all 
know that most of the cities in the State 
have zoning protection, but that almost 
any kind of structure can be built any- 
where in unincorporated areas and that 
until the Legislature acts County Com- 
missioners are helpless to do anything 
about it. 


Highlights of the Bill 

The bill permits but does not require 
the zoning of unincorporated portions 
of the county. 

No changes in existing buildings or 
uses of land could be required. 

Township trustees would determine 
whether the zoning ordinance would be 
put into effect in their township, 

There could be no restriction on farm 
buildings or use of farm land. 

In the main, the provisions of the 
bill would permit in county areas regu- 
lations similar to those in effect in 
most Ohio cities, the regulations being, 
of course, adapted to non-urban condi- 
tions, 

Watch for the introduction of the bill 
and let your representatives in the 
House and in the Senate know that you 
want to see it passed. 


Cement Dispersing Air 
Entraining Agent For 
Concrete Pavement 


The Master Builders Co. of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, has recently placed on the 
market a cement dispersing air en- 
training agent known as HP-7, which, 
when added to a paving mix, is claimed 
to improve all the essential qualities 


of concrete-transverse strength, resist- 
ance to wear, freedom from scaling, 


Furthermore, it appears that this is 
accomplished with little or no increase 
in eost, and in some cases with an 
actual reduction. 

HP-7 is essentially a combination of 
an air-incorporating agent (sodium lau- 
ryl sulphate) with a cement dispersing 
agent (a derivative of lignin sulphonic 
acid). 

Maximum dispersion of cement in the 
mix has long been recognized as neces- 
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Sary to the attainment of maximum 
Strenth and economy. The introduction 


of air, however, is a newer develop- 
ment which is not so generally known 


or understood. In fact, it is actually 
contrary to the preconceived ideas of 
many people, Space does not permit 
diseussion of this subject beyond the 
statement that small amounts of en- 
trained air ermit the use of lower 
water-cement ratios, reduce bleeding, 
and add to the durability of the con- 
crete pavement—especially as regards 
scaling. 


The manufacturer points out that 
as HP-7 is a mixture of definite com- 
pounds in definite proportion, its use 


is subject to perfect and complete con- 
trol. It is noted also that, while these 
ingredients can be used separately, and 
each is effective in its own way, it is 
only by the combination that the fully 
beneficial effect is attained.

Dispersion and Air Entrainment in Con- 
crete Pavement Constuction,” by Ed- 
ward W. Scripture, Jr., director of the 
Master Builders Research Laboratories, 
is apailable from the manufacturer. It 
contains a detailed and partly technical 
account of the character, development 
and use of HP-7 and of other products 
intended for the same ends; and in- 


cludes reports of tests on various ordi- 
nary and special concretes at 3, 7 and 
28 days. 
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ENGINEERING DRAWING AND THE MAN 


One of our contributors to this issue, 
the author of "Engineering Drawing 
and the War," is a man who on that 
subject might be called the maestro. 
He is Thomas Ewing French, long chair- 
man of the Department of Engineering 
Drawing at Ohio State, engineer, de- 
signer, and writer of books and articles 
that have had world-wide civcuiat' on. 
With the beginning of this school year 
he became professor emeritus. 

“Tommy French got an early start 
on achievement. While he was stiil in 
high school їп Dayton, where his father 
was a minister, he developed a natural 
talent for design by studying mechani- 
cal drawing, as it was called, in an 
evening class. This bit of outside study 
prepared him to accept an offer of a 
job as blueprint boy and helper made 
by a fellow tooter in the Y.M.C.A. band 
who happened to be the chief draftsman 
at the Smith-Vaile Co., makers of pumps 
and hydraulic presses. Young French 
quit high school to go to work. In his 
two and a half years at Smith-Vaile he 
came to have the title of chief drafts- 
man. But he soon found that he needed 
the theory of engineering. He came to 
Ohio State University in 1891 especially 
to study under Stillman W. Robinson, 
who had founded the department of 
mechanical engineering. А freshman, 
he plunged right into the junior course 
in mechanism. A few entrance condi- 
tions, the result of not finishing high 
school, he passed off by performance in 
college. 

The following year, besides going 
back into freshman classes to make up 
some elementary courses, French be- 
came assistant to Professor Joseph N. 
Bradford in what was then the de- 
partment of architecture and drawing.

When he was graduated in the class of 
'95 he stepped right into a full-time 
teaching job. He was made chairman 
of the department of engineering draw- 
ing when it was established in 1906, 


A New Name For a Book 


In 1910 Professor French and Pro- 
fessor Robert Micklejohn (now in 
charge of the department of engineering 
drawing) brought out a book on letter- 
ing that attracted favorable attention 
from the newly organized McGraw-Hill 
Book Co. The company asked for a 
book on mechanical drawing. Profes- 
sor French was dubious; there were 


already fifty books on the subject, But 
the publishers asked whether any one 
of them was standard. French set about 
writing a standard book. 

Engineering Drawing, a new name 
for a book (for all the others were “me- 
chanical drawing" in some form or 
other) appeared in 1911. The first edi- 
tion contained not quite three hundred 
pages. The book has grown through 
successive editions to its present size of 
more than 600 pages (and larger pages, 
too) in the sixth edition, out in 1941, 
just thirty years after the first publi-

cation. Keeping up with the latest de- 
velopment, the sixth edition contains a 
chapter on aircraft drawing and mod- 
ern examples and problems on jigs and 
fixtures, Engineering Drawing has sold 
by the hundreds of thausands. The in- 
tensive study of the subject in war 
training classes has brought a particu- 
larly large demand. Out less than a 
year and a half, the sixth edition has 
already been printed to the tune of 
more than a hundred thousand copies. 


In all, more than a million and a half 
copies of the French series of books on 
engineering drawing and related sub- 
jects have been printed. The others are 
Essentials of Lettering with Robert 
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Meiklejohn, Design of Farm Structures 
with F. W. Ives, Mechanical Drawing 
for High Schools with Carl L. Svenson, 
Lessons in Lettering (Books I and П) 
with William D, Turnbull and Engi- 
neering Drawing Problem. Sheets with 
H, M. McCully. 

As might be expected, Professor 
French is interested in all the graphie 
arts. He has long served the Ohio 
State University on committees that 
have to decide such matters as printing 
and making diplomas. He is an enthu- 
siastic amateur eteher and collector of 
etchings. In making book-plates he has 
professional status; his achievements 
include plates for the general and spe- 
cial collections of the Ohio State Uni- 
versity Library, many personal book- 
plates, and designs for such clients as 
the New York Public Library, a num- 
ber of college libraries, and the Base- 
ball Library at Cooperstown, N. Y. He 
has made a study of heraldry and sym- 
bolism and has designed seals and coats 
of arms. 


Fifty Years of Service 

As student, alumnus, and faculty 
member, Professor French has been 
identified with the Ohio State Univer- 
sity more than fifty years. He has par- 
ticipated in University activities of all 
sorts, and he is especially known for 
the plans from which developed the 
Ohio Stadium. He is a member of the 
University Athletic Board, was its chair- 
man for many years and has been rep- 
resentative to the “Big Ten" ever since 
the University entered the Conference 
thirty years ago. 


The list of organizations Professor 
French belongs to reflects his wide di- 
versity of interests. A mechanical en- 
gineer (М.Е. from Ohio State, and hon- 
orary Doctor of Science from Mon- 
mouth College) he is a member of the 
A.S.M.E. He is a fellow of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science and a member of the Society 
for the Promotion of Engineering Edu- 
cation. He belongs to the Newcomen 
Society of England and to the American 
Bookplate Society. He is a member of 
various artistic, typographical, and 
technical societies. He is a trustee of 
Columbus Gallery of Fine Arts, His 
college fraternity is Phi Gamma Delta, 
and his honorary keys are Phi Beta 
Kappa (literary), Tau Beta Pi (engi- 
neering), Sigma Xi (scientific), and 
Epsilon Pi Tau (industrial arts). 


To engineers all over the world the 
name French is almost synonymous with 
engineering drawing. The connection 
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is so close, in fact, that it may be nec- 
essary to tell some students that the 
French curve, the ruler used in draw- 
ing non-circular curves, was not named 
for Thomas E.— Engineering Esperi- 
ment Station News, Ohio State Univer- 
sity. 


STATE BOARD MEETING 


Due to the tremendous impact of 
many recent trends upon the subject 
comprising the accepted currieuli fol- 
lowed in most of our technical schoois 
and colleges, the Board has found it de- 
sirable, if not almost necessary, to check 
into the entire situation as thoroughly 
as possible in an effort to find, if pos- 
sible, where the difficulties are, what 
they are, and co-operate in setting up 
whatever adjustments that may be de- 
termined upon, and try to correlate 
the State examination in accordance 
therewith. 

As an effort in this direction, and, 
at the same time, to try to inform the 
registered architects of the State, to 
better understand and appreciate the 
workings of the law and the functions 
of the Board, the Board held its meeting 
in Cincinnati. At a luncheon meeting 
with the officers of the Cincinnati Chap- 
ter and Cincinnati Section some of these 
problems were discussed as much as 
the limited time would permit. 

In the afternoon the Board repaired 
to the University of Cincinnati for an 
all-afternoon session with Professor 
Pickering and his staff, entrusted with 
the teaching responsibilities in the 
Department of Architecture. After a 
conducted tour of the classrooms and 
inspection of the work being carried 
out, the Board and Faculty went into 
a roundtable discussion of more than 
an hour’s duration, during which the 
major problems were discussed to the 


mutual benefit of all present. lt is the 
hope and plan of the Board to have 
similar meetings with other architectu- 
ral faculties in the State and to re- 
turn again to U. of C. as soon as cir- 
cumstances permit. ў 

Following out the Board's purpose of 
trying to intorm tne registered archi- 
tects of the State to better understand 
the various provisions of the registration 
law, to better appreciate more cieariy ац 
tne Tunctions or the Board, anu to know 
in more detail just wnat work the Board 
has been doing, the Board inet with 
a joint meeting of the Казїегп Ohio 
Chapter and Eastern Ohio Section in 
Canton on November 30th and Decem- 
ber 1st. 

In addition to general discussions, the 
Board presented an exhibit of the design 
problems that had been turned in by 
applicants during the past three or 
four years. This proved to be a very 
interesting innovation and will be re- 
peated in other cities just as soon as 
circumstances will permit. It would be 
quite proper for each chapter and sec- 
tion to anticipate such a joint meeting 
and be prepared to take part in the 
discussion.
